Statement Declares 
Harlan Did

Always Object to “ Rule of Reason” 


ana Immigration Act Is Quoted. 


Washington, May 31—That the gov­ 
ernment means to formulate its anti- 
tiust policies in accord with the Tule 
of reason” as laid dowu by the su 
preme four* in the Standard Oil and 
tobacco trust decisions, notwithstand­ 
ing the vigorous dissents of Associate 
Justice Harlan and the large number 
of bills introduced in the senate to 
amend 
the 
Sherman antitrust law, 
was made evident. 
Administration 
officials, 
after 
s 
study of the tobacco decision and a 
thorough comparison with the Stand­ 
ard Oil decision, were agreed that “the 
rule of reason” is no new feature of 
the supreme court’s interpretation of 
law, and one member of the cabinet, 
whose views have always been regard­ 
ed as reflecting those of the adminis­ 
tration, made a comprehensive state 
ment to that effect. 
The 
statement was attributed to 
"an official close to the administra 
tion.” it follows in part: 
“Justice Harlan in his dissenting 
opinion in the tobacco < ase objects 
vigorously to the application in the 
construction of the act of congress of 
the “rule ot reason” to which attern 
tion was called by the chief Justice in 
his opinion in the Standard Oil case 
and again in the tobac co < ase. 
“Justice Harlan declares that to in­ 
sert by construction the word ’unrea­ 
sonable’ or ‘undue’ in the Sherman act 
tis judicial legislation 
Congress, he 
says, has in language so clear and 
simple that there is no room what 
ever for construc tion, signified its pur­ 
pose to forbid every restraint of trade 
in whatever form, to whatever extent, 
whereas the court, under the thief 
Justic e s opinion, inserts the law words 
which 
make 
congress say that it 
means 
only to prohibit ‘undue’ re­ 
straint of 11 ade. 
Tins be objects to 
as amounting to a reading into the ac t 
bv Judicial legislation of an excep­ 
tion not placed there by the law-mak­ 
ing branch of the government, and 
this, he contends, the court cannot 
anil ought not to do 
“ Hut Justice Harlan has not always 
regarded the Judicial func tion as ex­ 
cluding the right to interpret statutes 
in the light of reason and to refuse a 
literal application to the words of the 
act where* that would involve a mani­ 
fest wrong. 
In the case of Church of 
the Holy Trinity against United States 
the court had under consideration the 
tot of congress known as the alien 
immigration act, passed Feb. 26, 1885. 
“The Church of the Holy Trinity In 
New York had made a contract with 
Rev. E Walpole Warren, an alien re 
siding In England, to remove to New 
York and enter into its service as its 
rector and pastor for a compensation 
to be paid to him, and because of that 
contract an action was brought against 
Die c hurch try the United States to re 
cover the penalty preserved for a vio­ 
lation of this act. Justice Brewer wrote 
the opinion of the court, in which all 
Ute oilier Justices, including Justice 
Harlan, concurred. He promised by 
conceding: 
“ That the act of the corporation is 
within the letter of this section,for the 
relation of rec tor to his churc h is one 
of service and implies labor cm the 
one side, with compensation on the 
other' 
“ He further noted that certain ape 
ciflc exceptions made in the act In 
which clergymen were not included, 
strengthened the idea that every oth 
cr kind of labor and service was In 
tended to lie reached try the statute 
Yet notw ithstanding all of that it was 
said that the court could not think 
that congress intended to denounce 
with penalties a transaction like the 
employment of a Christian minister. 
“The decision in the case of the 
Church of the Holy Trinity clearly de­ 
monstrates that no new principle Is 
introduced by tile rule of construction 
adopted by the 
court in both 
the 
Standard Oil and the tobacco cases, 
but that the same rule was applied 
there which has often been applied be 
tore of reading general words In a 
statute by the light of the reason for 
the enactment of the statute, the hi* 
lory of the evjl which gave rise to the 
legislation arid the purpose for which 
the legislation was enacted, and the 
further duty to give to the words of a 
statute, lf possible, an Interpretation 
which, while accomplishing the result 
whit h the statute was enacted to bring 
about, will avoid the untoward conse 
alienees whic h would necessarily fol­ 
low a narrow and literal interpreta­ 
tion of its meaning.''

The grounding of felloe w ires Is easily 
done by punching a bole in the ground 
lieslde the |»oats at Intervals of eight 
or ten rods aud Inserting a piece of 
wire to a depth of about Ufteeu inches.
